Itwil adorne the-Crown'of our Soucraignewith a ſpa- 
cious Continent : yea,it will empty England of many 
people, which may ſo well be ſpared,and yeerely reple< 
niſh it with abundance of treaſure, which it fo much 
wanteth. And although my inſuing Diſcourſe be plain, 
et I affirmariuely aucrre,it is true : for as I haue de- 
fioh ted in the latitude vf matter,and not in thealtitude 
of words ; ſo I haue written it out of my certaine ex- 
perience and knowledge,and not out of any borrowed 
ſpeculation ;ashauing many yeeres,with much labour, 
induſtry and coſt, played the praQticke part in thar 
Countrey, as well as the theoricke : and therfore know 
well how to reduce my former contemplation,into fu.

T ouching the land it ſelfe: It lyeth a great part thereof 
wore to the South then 47..degrees of North-latitude, which 
es fine degrees neerer the Equinoctiall line, then the City of 
London : the diſtance of it onthis ſide from the Continent of 
America, bearing the ſame = prima that Eveland doth 
to the neereſt part of France,and lyeth neere the courſe, and 
halfe the way betweene Ireland and Virginia. 

T his ”_ and commudious ſituation of the place, toge- 
ther with the re of benefits,which not only Eng- 
land,but Scotland, and Ireland may, and doe receine from 
the ſame, filles me more with an ardent dtſire, ſo to haue her 

ftiled, a Siſter-land. _And worthily may that Royalty be be- 
ſtowed wpon her: For as great Brittaine hath ener been 2 
cheriſhing nurſe and mother to other forraigne ſonnes and 
daughters, feeding them with the milke of her plenty, and 
fatting them at her breſts, when they haue been euen ſtarued 
at their owne: Ewen ſo hath this worthy Countrey of New- 
found-land /rom time to time einen free and liberall enter. 
tainment to all that deſired her bleſings : and chiefly (aboue 
all other Nations) to the Engliſh; hat recetue wee from the 
hands of our owne Countrey, which in moſt bountious man- 
wer we haue not had,or may haue at hers? Nay, what can 
the world yeeld,to the ſuſtentation of man,which ts not in her 
to be gotten ? Deſire you wholeſome ayre (the very food of 
life? )It ts there - ſhall any Land powre in abundant heapes of 
nonriſhments & neceſſaries before you?T here you haue them: 
What ſeas ſo abounding in fiſh,vhat ſhores ſo repleniſhedwith 
freſh and ſweet waters? The wants of other Kingdomes are 
aot felt heere, and thoſe proutſions which many Countryes 
want,are from thence ſupplied. How much is Spaine, France, 
Portugall,Italy ,and other places beholding to this noble part

of the world for fiſh and other commodities , it is to be aami. 
red.Let the Dutch report what ſweetneſſe they haue ſuckt 
from her by trade thither ,in buying of fiſh from our Nation. 
And (albett all the ret ſhould be dumbe ) thewoyces of them 
are 4s T rumpets lowd enough,to make England fall more and 
more in loue with ſuch a ſiſter-land. 1 will not wearie thee 
(ood Reader) with leading thee to thoſe famous, faire, and 
profitable riuers, nor to theſe delightfull,large and ineſt ima. 
ble woods, neither ouer all thoſe fruitful and inticine hils, 
and delizhtfull wallies,there to hawke and hunt, where there 
& neither Clowne, nor ſauage people to hinder thy ſports. 
T hey are ſuch,that in ſo ſmall a piece of paper ,as now my loue 
ſalutes thee with, 1 cannot fully ſet them downe as they de- 
ſerue : and therefore intreat thee,with zudgement, with pati- 
ence,and with deſire,for the benefit.of thy Countrey,to reade

c2 7D jos it hath pleaſed the Kings moſt ex- 
SD cellent Maieſty,long ſince, to grant a Pa- 
"© X& rent vnto fſonie right Honourable and 
©) right worſhiptull perſons, and others, for 
© +7 a Plantation in the New-found-land\: my 
often trauels ro that Countrey, and many wrongs 
which I reccjued there, gave me cauſe to take ſome no- 
tice,and obſerue the vnfitnefle of the place where the 
ſaid Plantation was firſt begun ; as alſo how in ſeuerall 
yeeres,Pirates,and erring Subiects were there entercal- 
ned; which as I conceiued, was a diſhonour to his 
Maieſty, an abuſe tothe Vndertakers of that worthy 
purpoſe; asallo a generall wrong to all his Maieſtics 
ſ\ubie&ts which aduenture thither. And likewiſe often 
ſeeing great abuſes committed there yeerelyby the tra- 
ders thither, I was thereby imboldened to compile my 
former diſcouery of that Countrey as now it is. The 
which when I had ſo done, I did not truſt onely ro my 
owne iudgementr, that the ſame was fit to be preſented 
vnto his Maieſty,vntill I had the approbartion of ſome 
iudiciall Lords, and other right worſhipfull Knights, 


that it was a buſinefle of yorth to bee fo preſented,as ir 
B hath 
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hath been. Since which time, I haue not ſceneany rea. 


ſon to the contrary in my ſclie, neither haue I hitherto 
found any iudiciall contradiction in others,bur that to 
inhabite and-plant ſeucrall Colonies of his Maieſtics 
ſubic&s in that Countrey,willbe both honourable and 
profitable to them all in generall, VWhereunto ſeeing 
your Honor 1s ied by your own proper vertues and ge- 
nerofity: as alſo the right Honorable Sir George Caluert 
Kni2/1t (ac of-the principall Secretaries to his Maie- 

iy) and divers others right worſhipfull Knights and 
Elquires in ſome other ſcuerail parts rhere, whereby it 
appcarcs that your Honours, nor any of the other Vn- 
deitakers are di{-heartened therein , by reaſon the 
ſanic hath not beenas yer ſo orderly proceeded on as 
yce both incend, For there 1s no poet #, but that other 
mens errours will make you and yours the more curi- 


ous in the cqnduction thereot ; like expert Pilors, who - 


| by thediſcouery of rockes and ſhelues, know how to a- 
uoyd them, and by ſight of other mens-ſhipwracks, 
perfectly know how to preuent their owne.Of which 
Countrey,con{ideringhis Maieſty,out of his Princely 
care and vnderſtanding , hath taken ſuch deepe and 
ſingular notice; by. which both yee, and diuers others 
are,as alſo partly by my diſcoueries, incouraged there- 
unto to make it tamous vnto all poſterities; And ith 


Plantations as well as reformations begin by degrees: 


fo you haue all the pregnant reaſons of the world to 


reſt aſſured; that when you haue-begun to ſettle your 


directions and deſignes well therein, you haue halfe 
ended:and becauſe the attempt and enterprize heereof 
isas fullof aſſurances, as hopes, the iſſue thereof will 
vndoubredly proue fortunate,and the ſucceſſe glorious. 
And although your indgements & reaſons haue alrea- 
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dy made you, not onely credulous,but confident here. 
ot, yet to informeand prepare the knowledge of thoſe 
who ſhall be willing to aſſiſt the ſame with you both, in 
the honours and profits which will accrue thereby, I | 
haue aduenrtured to compile and divulge this enſuing 
Treatiſe,which tends and leads chat way ; alchough I 
know well,that the worke deleruesa more curious pen 
to make it paſſe currant with the iudicious Reader: 
Yet my ſincerity and integrity in penning it, will, I 
truſt, ſupply the defe&s, or art leaſtthe truth thereof; 
which is indeed the only proper foundation,ftrufure, 
and ornament herein. And thus fearing, leſt I ſhould 
make this my introduQion ouer-tedious : I will pro- 
cced and lay open the matter and reaſons for the per- 
formance thereof,to the fight and cenſure of whomloe. 
uer hath ſeene that Countrey,or ſhall be willing to aſ. 
{iſt your ſo noble and worthy deſignes. 

The two ſeuerall circuits of land in that Countrey, 
which is ſo granted vnto your Lordſhip, & your heires 
in fee for euer, I haue heere plainly expreſſed in what a 
remperate Climate itlyeth; As alſo in what manner the: 
bounds thereof extend : Likewiſe the commodious. 
lying of ſome good Harbours, Bayes,and Roades with- 
in the ſame; where great ſtore of Shipping hath long -- 
time vicd to rideat Anchor, for making of their fiſh- 
ing Voyages: As alſo poecty the pleaſantneſle of ſome 
parts of the ſaid ſeuerall Circuits: And whart the parti- 
cular charge may amount ynto, for vittualing forth a 
Ship of one hundred Tun burthen ro that Countrey ' 
with forty perſons, prouided with all. neceſſaries for the 
fiſhing voyage, and for the good of the ſaid Plantari- 
on : Asalſo what yeerely bencfic may accrue vnto the 


Aduenturers thereby : And withall, by Gods afſiftance, 


the 
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the ſaid Plantation to be proceeded on with much fa- 
cility : As alſo in what liberall manner you will be plea- 
{cd tocntertaine ſuch as ſhall be willing to aduenture 
with you therein. Thereaſons which I ſhall deliuer, 
ro performe what I haue written herein, I humbly ſub. 
mit vnto your fauoui and iudgement : the defects 
and things needleflc, ro your honourable cenſure and 
pardon. So ſhall I nor feare, any who hath ſeenc 


that Countrey, ſhall bee able juſtly to diſprone the

The Southmoſt part of your Circuit in that Land, 
which 1s now called by the name of Sourh- Fawlkland, 


lyerh ncere in forty (ixe degrees and a halfe of Nor- 


therly latitude, beginning on the Eaſt fide of that 1. 
land,at a ccrtaine Harbour called Renowze: And from 
thence VVelt vnroa certaine Bay in that Jland, called 
by the name of Pleafaunce: And from the foreſaid har- 
bour of Renowze towards the North, fo farre as halfe 
the way betweene another certaine- Harbour there, 
called Agatorr,and another Harbour called Formoſa: 
And trom thence towards the Weſt; fo far as the fore- 
{41d Bay of Pleaſaunce : And ſo from the f{aid' Weſt 
line towards the South,vnto the aboueſaid Weit line, 
which commeth there from the aforeſaid Harbour of 
Renowze: Andall that which is incluſmely within tne 
{21d Circutir. _ 

From the ſaid Harbour of Renowze,vnto the middle 
way betweene the {aid Agafort and Formoſa: it is in 
breadth South and North, aboue 6. Engliſh miles : 
And in length no lefie then 50. Eaſt and Weſt. _ 

Formoſa ts a Harbour fit for any Ship, .of what bur- 
then ſocuer.,there toride well at Anchor, and ſtretch-

foure miles; into which Harbour there yeerely cores 
aboue 20. faile of Engliſh Ships,which haue-commo. 
dious places to falr and dry fiſhon: and alfo diuers 
Portugall Ships; It is a Harbour that with ſmall charge 
may be well defended, fo as no Pirars might come in 
there,but by leaue. The Land-on the North fide of the 

ſaid Harbour, neerea mile in length by the Harbours 
fide, is fit for drying of fiſh, and other purpoſes the 
reſt of the North fide of the ſaid Harbour,to the inner- 
moſt part thereof, by the Harbours fide, is ſomething 
rocky,where grow ſtore of Firre and Spruile trees, and 
other fruits. There are diuers commodious places on 
the South {ideof the faid Harbour, tor ſalting and'dry- 
ing ot fiſh,and building of houſes, and many more ſuch 
conuenient places may very fitly be made there, when 
people begin to jnhabite that place. For the fertility of 
the loyle, in divers places betwene Formoſa and Re- 
nowze, I thinke it to be ſo goodas any other Land in 
all that Countrey, not onely for the pleaſantneſfle ct 
the Climate it lyes in ; but alſo tor the goodnefle,com- 
modious and leuell lying of many hundred acres in 
largevalleyes of good deepe carth, open and clcane, 
without rocks and trees, which (queſtionlefle)1s fit for 
Wheart,Rye.,Barley,and other graine: As alſo for Flax, 
Hempe, Woad, Tobacco, and many other purpoſes, 
How the goodnefle of that Circuit is towards the 
Weſt,from the innermoſt parts of theſe rwo harbours, 
I cannot directly write of; more then five miles. The 
which Land further into the Countrey, as I did often 
ob{crue it,{ſtanding on che hils, it ſcemed to. me, fo far 
as I could deſcry,to be very pleaſant, and promiie well, 
There are large ponds, anda faire, broad, andlong ri- 


uer of deepe freſh watcrs vpon the hils, betweene rhe . 
B 3 {aid 
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ſaid two harbours ; whereinare ſtore of good Trowts 
taken ſome times; And the Firre and Spruiſe trees 
growing round about the ſaid Ponds and Riuer freſh 
and greene, Winter and Summer, with ſuchi/flagrant 
ſhewes,asno trees in ſucha Clymatecan make a more 
delightfull fight of greenneſle, then thoſe doe theres 
wheron the Thruſh, Taruſlels, Nightingales,and other 
birds doe often ſic and ſing (o pleafantly,as if they were 
neuer pincht with cold, or wantof food, as ſuch birds 
are in England diuers winters. 
. Betweene the harbours of Formoſa and Renowze, 
itis three Engliſh miles, where wayes may be commo- | 
diouſly and cafily made both for manand beaſt, to tra« | 
- yell from one of the ſaid harbours to the other : And | 
in my opinion(which [ ſubmir to better cenſures ) rhe | 
ficteſt place within that Circuit,firſt to ſettle a Colony, ; 
is ncere vnto the harbour of Renowze, whichlyeth fiue | 
degrees more towards the South, then the City of 
London; which is 1s no lefſe then 280. Engliſh miles; 
It is a very pleaſant place for that purpoſe, hauing ſeue- 
rall large valleyes,which are 'more then three hundred 
acres of good open land, deepe earth, cleane without 
rockes and trees, lying vnder the hils on the Northſide 
ofthem very commadiouſly ; which are fit to bee im- 
ployed (with little labour) tor corne, meddowes, pa- 
ſture,or whatſocuer. And there are ſeuerall brookes of 
freſh water which fall into the ſaid harbour, where 
comes ycerely great ſtore of good Salmons, Salmon- | 
peales, Trowts,and other fiſh,of which kinds there are 
taken great ſtore. EC, 
Looke into the woods, and open lands neere vnto 
Renowze; there comes often great ſtore of Deere, and 


other beaſts,which are fit for profit and delight ; As al- 
{0 
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ſo in and neere thereunto infinite numbers of land- 


fowle, and ſea-fowle: and in Summer time, there are 
abundance of fruites, as there are not better of ſuch 
kinds elfe-where: As alſo herbes, and pleaſant flowers 
which grow there naturally very plenrtifully. And di- 
uers Fiſhermen haue carried thither ſeeds, and ſowed - 
them in conuenient places ; whereby they haue often 
had good Cabbage, Letrice, Beetes, Carretrs, and 
ſuch like, very faire and good: and for Turneps,I neuer 


ſaw better then there, bothfor greatneſle, relliſh,,and 


goodriefle , I cſteeme them to be equall with any Po- 
eato roots which are growing elſe-where. There is alſo 
ſtore of Spruiſe, Firre,Pine,and Birch trees fit for many: 
ſcruiceable purpoſes : And many long ruſhes which are 
fit to couer .ouſes withall, as the reed of wheat or rye, 
w.crewith diuers mens houſes of good ability are co- 
uered: And I am alfo of opinion, vpon fome proofe 
which I made, that there are limeſtones , which is a 
ſpeciall neceflary to begin a Plantation withall. 

There come-yeerely tothar harbour of Renowze a- 
boue twenty ſaile of Engliſh Ships,to fiſh, beſides other 
Nations,and there are commodious places for them all 
to ſfalr and dry fiſhon ; and much better, in time, may 
thoſe places Gor made for that purpoſe: And there. 
come allo into thoſe two harbours, Ships and Barkes 
yeerely from England, and other places, to load fiſh, 
and traineoyle, from the Fiſhermen: In which Ships 
great ſtore of people and prouiſions ; as alſo beaſts 
may be cheaply carryed thither, | 
| There isa ſmall Tland offtones and Beach, at the in- 
nermoſt part of the harbour of Renowze, whereon a 
ſhip of ſixty tunne burden may well labour to make his 


fiſhing voyage onz which is neere the circuit of two 
Acres.

acres of ground, and it dothebbe and flow in and ont 
by both fides of the {aid Iland, fixe foot of water vp- 
" Tight euery tide,and that tide runnes halte a mile aboue 
the {aid Iland, where it is very deepe water, and of a 
g00d breadth: diuers Ships doe yeerely ſalt, and dry 
their fiſh, aboue the ſaid Iand on both ſides of that Ri- 
ucr; although there is not water for any Boate to paſſe 
in or out by the ſaid Land at euery low water, for the 
ſpace of more then an houre. And there may be com. 
modioufly a Bridge made on cither {1de, in lefle then 


halfe a day.fit to paſle at al times,both for man & beaſt, 
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from one {ide of the harbour to the other, vpon any oc- | 
caſion, which is a greater commodity,forthat purpoſe, | 
then any other harbour in that land, which I know that | 


hath the like. And from thence to the harbours mouth, 
a pecce of Ordnance will ſhoote a Buller leuell ; and fo 

DE the like abouc,to euery place where men vſe to ſalt and 
dry fiſh : ſo that if a {ortification be made in thar Iland, 
where the treſhRiuers are fo pleaſant, it will not only 
offend any enemie , from comming into that harbour x 
bur alſo defend fuch Ships and men which come yeere- 
ly there a fiſhing, or to trade. 

And if any enemies ſhould at any time come thither 
by land from any other place, to pretend hurt to any 
man there; he cannot be at any place on either ſide of | 
the ſaid harbour, where men vie to labour about their | 
fiſh; but that a peece of Ordnance, being placed on 
that [land, will ſhoote a Buller to any ſuch ; ſo that by 
ſuch a fortification,euery man which comes there, may 
in more ſecurity reape the benefit of their Jabours, 
then fome men have done in that Countrey in 
tormer times. And then there may fitly be ſome ſhel- 
ters builded, whereby to {uccour ſuch Beaſts as are car-. 
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riedthitherar rhefirſt}, foas no deuouring beaſt of thar 
Countrey may ſpoike them by night : and in the 
day time, they may feede inthe pleaſant valleys , and 
vponthe hils,cuen cloſe by the ſaid Hand, on both ſides 
of the ſaid harbour, where a peece of Ordnance will 
| ſhonte a Bullet vnto them if there be cauſe. 
There vſually come every yeere in the fiſhing trade, 
vnto the harbours of Formoſa, and Renowze, aboue 
; eight hundredEngliſh men, which men may,to affiſt 

enc another vpon any occaſion , come together in lefle 
time then two houres warning, either by Sea or Land. 
And there is yeerely all the Summer time, great fiſhing 
recre vato both the ſaid harbours mouthes where men 
| may, when they thinke good,fſtand vpon the land.,and 
call vnto the Fiſhermen to come into the ſaid harbots 
vato them ; which is alſo ſuch a good commoditie for 
ſecuritie, as few harbours in thac land have the like. 
In both which harbours,there is ſtore of Lobſters, 
Crabbes,Muſcles.and other Shellfiſh ; And aboue the 
forcſaid lland , it is the moſt commodious place for 
Geeſe, Ducks,and other Water-fowle, winter and ſum- 
' mer, asthere js not the like in any other barbour on 
the Eaſt ſfideof that Land, tothe Southward of the Bay 
of Conception; whereof thoſe men, which I left there 
all che winter feaſon,in Ano 1618. made good proofe, 
and fo likewiſe the winter before that time , and 
"chence. 


'F = Hus hauing expreſſed apart of the commodi- 
KS oulſneſle of the Landand Sea, neere vnto the 
harbours of Formoſa and-Renowze; I will alfo 
relatea partof the commodiouſneſlſe,and great hope of 
g00d , which may come vnto ſuch as will be Aduents- 
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rers with your Lordſhip , in-your other circuit of {| 
Lands in that Countrey , now called by the name of | 
7 rinity Land , which beginneth at the middle way of 
the entrance into the Bay of Trinity in 48. degrees, 
and two terces of Northerly latitude; and from thence 
cowards the Weſt,vnto the inmoſt part of the ſaid Tri- 
nity Bay , and from the inmoſt part of Trinity Bay, 
vato the bounds of the Sea, on the Weſt fide of that 
Land. And from the forcſaid latitude, at the entrance 
into the ſaid Trinity Bay , direaly from thence to- 
wards the North, fo farre as the Northmoſt part of a 
ccrtaineſmall Iland, lying neere the latitude of 51. de- 
grees, called by the name of Penguzn 1land ; And from 
thence to the Weſtermoſt part of the New-found-land, 
in that latitude ; And from that latirude' on the VVeſt 
ſide of the ſayd Trinity Land, fofarre to the South, as 
the foreſaid Weſt line , which commeth from the in- 
moſt part of the foreſaide Trinity Bay ;- And all the 
Lands, Harbours, Bayes, Roades, Hands, and what- 
_ jocuer, vi "ich is incluſtuely within the ſaid circuit. 
TheC ape Boza viſta, is the head land on the North 
11de of the entrance into Trinity Bay , and there is a 
rcalonable good harbour, where Ships doe yeerely vie 
20 fiſh, called the harbour of Bona vxfa,and divers fall 
Llands are neere thereunto; where yeerely breed great 
aboundance of diuers ſorts of Sea-fowles, of which 
birds and their egges, men may take ſo many of them 
as they liſt; and from the harbour of Boya wi/ta, vnto a 
little harbour called S. Catal:na, on the North fide of 
Trinity Bay , where hither Boates doe often harbour, 
ypon fome occaſions ; it 1s neere fixe leagues Weſt | 
South.weſt in, towards the ſaid Bay ; And from thence 
vnto a Roadefor Ships, called Ereliſh Harbour towards 
the 
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the North-weſt,it is two leagues, where ſome yeeres 
6.0r 7. ſaile of good Ships haue made their fiſhing 
voyages; And from thence to the North-weſt , halfea 
league, lieth a harbour, called Sa{zon Coe, where ſome 
yeeres 10.faile of good Ships haue made their voyages; - 
A And from thence co the VVeſt a league, lieth a good 
Roade, called Robin Hoods Bay, where ſome yeeres 6. 
good Ships haue made their voyages; From thence vn- 
to the Weſt, halte a league, lye the beſt harbours in 
that Land,called by the name of 7 71ntty Harbour,where 
ſome yeeres, aboue 20. ſaile of good Ships haue made 
their fiſhing voyages; And from Trinity harbour to- 
wards the VVeſt two leagues, licth the harbour of Boxa- 
enter , where ſome yeeres, 5.0r 6. good Ships make 
their voyages; And from thence to the Weſt neere two 
leagues,lyeth a Riuer or Inlet nauigable,fit for any ſhip 
to ſaile in,ſtretching towards the North , which | may 
well call the Riuer of Bonauenter,becaule it is ſuppoſed 
to runne into the Bay of Flowers , which lyeth on the 
North fide of Trinity harbour ; Ar the er*rance of 
of which Riuer,ſome yeeres,diuers Ships hau rid there 
at anchor,to make their voyages ; And from thence 
Weſt 4. leagues, licth a harbour called Hariſeaſe, where 
diuers good Ships haue made their voyages; And be- 
tweene the forcfaid Riuer of Bonanenter, and the ſaid 
harbour of Harrſeaſe; there is a very good harbour, 
ſtretching towards the North, aboues. leagues, cailed 
Hayleford Hauen,where Ships doe not vſe to fiſh, by rea- 
ſon there are no conuenient places to dry their fiſh on, 
neerethe entrance into the ſaid harbour. And aboue 
the ſaid harbour of Hartſcaſe, to the Weſtermoſt part 
of Trinitie Bay, it is no leflc then twelue leagues; And 


thcre is allo good fiſhing farre jnco the Bay , within 1 
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the ſaid harbour of Hartſcaſe, as by good proofe hath | 


beene often made. 

Betweene the {aid harbour of Hartſcaſe, and rhe 
foreſaid Engliſh harbour , there are many delighttull 
and fruitfull Tlands , none of them aboue a mile from 
the Land; And the Bay of Trinitie is in breadth, at the 
ncereſt place, which is right ouer againſt the harbour 

- of Hartſeaſe, aboue 5. leagues; And thoſe that fiſh on 
the South ſide ofthe ſaid Bay , doe yeerely. ſend their 
Boates to the North (ide, for baite to take their fiſh 
withall ; becauſe ſuch baite is rhere in great aboun- 
dance; And on. thoſe forelayd Tlands , there yeerely 
breed innumerable ſtore of Geeſe, Ducks, Gulls, and 
other” Sea-fowle, to which places the natiues of the 
Countrey docoften come from the North , and ferch 
thoſe Fowles and their egges, as they haue beene often 
icene {o to doe. 

There haue diuers yeeres beer: aboue fixty faile of 
good Ships fiſhing in the foreſaid Trinity harbour,and 
thoſe forcfaid Bayes, Roades, and harbours, and they 

 haueall madeas great thriuing voyages there, as any 
other Ships haue made at any other place in that 
Countrey; all that North fide of Trinity Bay lyeth 

_ pleaſantly againſt-the South,beingneere in the latitude 
of 49. degrees, by which it may be well conceiued,the 
Climate of it ſelfe ſhould be very pleaſant, confidering 
that the City of London is more then three-degrees to 
the North, then that place, which is no lefle then 180. 
Engliſh miles; and there is all ſuch fruits in great a- 
bundance,as are formerly recited in my difcouery of 
that Countrey, and all ſuch ſorts of fiſh of what kind 
' focuer, ſo plentifull,as in any other part to the South- ; 


ward on thar Coaſt; and tae Firre, Spruiſe, Pine, and 
Birch 
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Birch trees are.there much greater,and longer,and the 
Countrey fuller of woods, then it is to the Sourh- 
ward; andit ſome people doe once begin to inhabite 
there,queſtionlefle,there is great hope in doing much 
good,not onely in fiſhing, and manuring ot land, but 
alſo in ſawing of boords, and {quaring of Timber, fit 
to be tranſported from-taence into other Countries; as 
alſo for making of Lron, Salr, Sope, Pitch and Tarre; 
whereby good profit may be gotten; conſidering what 
commodities in all Europe do more decay then wood, 
whereof therc is no likelihood (in the opinion of man) 
eucr to be any want thereof 1n that Countrey. So that 
it may be well conceiucd, it-is a good neighbor Coun. 
tr2y to lay hold on,{ecing it may be poſleſled fo firly. 
| Thusaccording to my certaine knowledge, I haue 
partly (hewed how your ſcuerall Circuits lye in that 
Countrey; and partly the great. hope whereby it may 
incourage diuers worthy. men to become ſuiters vnto 
your Honour, to bee Aduenturers to further the ſame, 
when they ſhall alſo bee made acquainted with ſuch 
bounrifull condirions,as you will bee pleaſed to grant 
vnto cuery ſuch Aduenturer. = 4 
Which conditions,are as it hath pleaſed your Lord- 
ſhip ſomething ro acquaint. me withall, Thatany who 
will aduenture 100. pounds to ſettle a Colony neere - 
vnto the foreſaid harbour of Renowze,and towards the 


_ frtiog forth of ſuch ſhipping thither,yeerely in the f1- 


ſhing trade,as-it may pleaſe you zand ſuch as ſhall ad- 
uenture therein to thinke good; wherby to aduance the 
ſaid Plantation,and alſo to defray the charge 1n ſetting 
forth ſuch ſhipping with good profit. 

So that ſuch ſhipping ſo imployed, ſhall carry peo- 


 pleycerely,and prouiſions,for all ſuch as ſhall continue

55 vre onely: And that any Aducnturer ſhall not 
onely hauc his equall part, proportionably of che bene.

bur alſo ſuch part ofthe benefitas may be gotten by the 
labours and induſtry of thoſe which ſhall yeerely bee 
ſent to remaine there, as ſeruants to you and the Ad- 
uenturers,who areto prouide for them. 
Andalfo any ſuch ſh»!! likewiſe haue (which ad. 
© uentures 100. pounds to be imployed as aforeſaid) the 
one halfe part and prerogatiue of one of the foreſaid 
Harbours,Bay,or Road on the Northſide of Trinity 
Bay,and che circuit of two thouſand acres of ſuch land 
and woods as is next adioyning thereunto, in fcefor e- 
ver to be holden of your Lordſhip,by the rent of a "_ 
ny by the yeere for every ſuch hundred acres of land 
and woods, which is twenty pence by the yeere for 
two thouſand acres. 
And alſohe ſhall haue in fee for euer, to him and his 
aſHgnes,a conuenient place to build a Stage,and neceſ- 
ſary roomes to falt fiſh on, and to build a dwelling 
houſe,and other conuenient houſes,neere vnto the har- 
bours of Formoſa and Renowze, with a ſufficient cir- 
cuitof ground to dry fiſh on,and for ſome other purpo- 
ſes, fit Br a Ship of fourefcore Tun burthen. 
So that any ſuch vndertaker doe within a fit time li. 
mited.ſertle and maintaine there to inhabite eight per- 
ſons at leaſt ; and ſo many more as he ſhall think good; 
and take the benefit of rheir labours to his owne par- 
ticular account, which may bee worth yeerlya great 
profit toany ſuch Aqduenturer,and to pay for the fame 
as arent by the yere 10.5, And for default of not conti- | 
nuing 
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nuing there yeerely.after a fir time limited, eight per-

halfe part thereof this firſt yeere, whereby ro make pro= 
uiſtons for the fiſhing voyage, and ſhipping to bee in 
perte&readineſſc in fit time, | 

Andany man which ſhall thus aduenture 200,pounds 
ora greater or lefle ſumme, hee ſhould bring in the 0- 
ther halfe part of ſuch aſummeas he doth promiſe,and | 
ſubſcribe to aduenture the ſecond yeere at conuenient | 
:ime,wherby to make fit proutiſions in readineſle of all 
neceſfaries,as (hall be then thought fitting forthe yeere 
following, and then by Gods affiſtance, there is great 
hope of- gaine to bee made, and good proceedings in 
the ſaid Plantation. 

Some of thoſe which will be Aduenturers in this 
manner, may bee as Committees, to-giue their beſt 
opinions,what they ſhould conceiue to be moſtfitting

victuall and wages, for more then three quarters of the 
yecre,will be euen defrayed vpon the ordinary charge 
of the fiſhing voyage; for any ſuch Ship may well be 
failed thither,and home againe,with leſle then twenty 
men ; So that thoſe other fourtecne may be accounted 
vnprofitable paſſengers to be carryed,and fo recarryed 
from thence as vſually is done. TN= 

And therefore it is requiſite, that ſuch as ſhall re- 
maine there to inhabite, ſhould bee agreed withallin 
time,whereby to prepare themſelues for that purpoſe, 
and not to ſeeke after ſuch in haſte; for then ſhould you 
not onely haue thoſe which arc not ſo fit asI doe wiſh, 


for that purpoſe ; but alſo they will be much more dea- 


rer (as I haue often proued what they will be) it they 
be taken when they proffer their ſeruice. 

And he that is either a fit houſe-Carpenter, Maſon, 
Smith, Brick-maker,Lime-burner, Turner, Tyler, Huſ- 
bandman.Gardener,or what trade focuer,and will car.

ſo that notwithſtanding their trades, they ſhould help

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ſerues for all building of houſes, which is a thing will, 
fitly bee done at all times, very commodiou{ly, with 
little labour and lefle charge, when the fiſl faileth,. 

And if any Aducaturer will fend thither a kinſ{man, 
friend,or ſcruant, to be imployed in the faid! Plantati- 
on, which will take paines, hee-may: baue a-fit hire al- | 
lowed him by the yecre, as the Treaſurer, andone, or } 
more of the Aduenturers may thinke fit: Andiany ſuch - * 
ſo imployed, may lceſuch lands and woodsallotted our 
for his ſaid Maſter or friend, and: yeerely certific him 
from thence what fit- proceedings thereare in the ſaid 
Plantation. 

And alſo any that ſhall ſerue-their 5. yeeres induſtri- 
ouſly,may not only be well paid, as hee ſhall be agreed 
withall,but you will then alſo giue him 100. acres of 
land and woods in the South partof that Countrey, in 
fee for cuer to him, his heires and aflignes,if he will 
continue there to. liue, or any other man for him s 
which is tobe holden of. your Honcur, payingat the 
ſcaling of his Deed,8.thillings,and ever atrer buta pen.

| willbea good mcouragement to ſuch as will go there 
to line; and be allo a fit meanes to people the Coun- 
trey,with ſuch as may be well ſpared from all his Maie- 
ſties Kingdomes, And thus in time-they may finde out 
diuers good commodities there, which as yer lyevn-: 
diſcoucred,wherof there is greathope in ſome ſpeciall 
thing,which I omirto write of. | 

By this it may be partly vnderftood, what greathope 
ofgood there maycome vnto his Maieſty, and all his 
Maieſties Kingdomes, by ſettling people to inhabite 
there, ſceing it isa Countrey already ſo well approo- 
ucd,to be ſo healthyand warme.in winter:as England, 

and 
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and yeelds yeerly,as the trade is now in fiſhing onely 
aboue x50000.1i, into this Kingdome, beſides the great * 
| maintenance and increaſe of ſhipping, and Mariners; 
and the relicuing of many families, the which trade 
onely may well,in little cime,be worth double ſo much 
| yecrely to his Maicſties ſubies,then now it is, beſides 
' the great hope of gaine which is there to be gotten 0- 
| therwaies. 
In the yeere of our Lord God 1615. being there 
with a Commiſhon directed vntome out of his Maie- 
ſties high Courtof Admiralty, for the reformation of 
abuſes, and ſertling of fit orders amongſt ſuch as yere- 
ly trade to that Countrey, wherein I did ſpend much 
time,and was at great charge ; and then failing from 
harbour co harbour, I found the maſters of Englith 
Ships then there,willing to haue ſuch abuſes reformed, 
and thereunto aboue 170. of them being impanelled 
in ſeuerall inqueſts for thar ſeruice, they did deliver vn- 
ro me their ſcuerall preſentments vnder their hands &_ 
ſeales, to the vie of the Kings Maicſty ; which were the 
firſt Turies that euer were impanelled there, to the vie 
of any Chriſtian Prince, In which preſentments arc 
contained diuers orders, which vpon my-returne 
from thence, I did preſent into the high Court of Ad- 
miraltie; in which ſeruice I rooke notice there was 
on that Coaſt aboue 250. ſaile of Ships great and ſmall 
of our Nation, with aboue 6co0.Subicts in them. 
Now ifit may pleaſe his Maicſtie, and that bur 2co. 
ofſuch Ships which yeerely ſaile thithera Fiſhing,will 
leaue there in the end of the yeere, when their voyages 
are made, but foure perfons from euery of them,there 
ro inhabite with fit prouifion for them, vntill the next 


"Summer that the ſaid Owners Ships repaire thicher 
DS. againe, 
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againe,and take the benefit of their labour in that time: 
then after that proportion there will be aboue 800.per- 
{ons firly and cheapely left there, and maintained the ; 
firſt yeere: and ſocuery yeere ſome people fo left, both 
men and women, will nor onely bee a great caſe to 
this Kingdome;, bur alſo ſauc a great charge in carrying 
tither,-and in returning yeerely:from thence ſo many 
perſons, and they will bealſo worth vnto ſuch Aduen- 
turers, as will ſo leaue them there, in diuers labours, 
whiles the Ships are wanting from thence, a great be. 
nefir,and alſo the greater ſecurity vnto euery ſuch Ship 
and company,that haue people ſoleftin the Countrey, 
to prouide againſt their comming; whereby they need 
not then ſaile thitherward bound to timely 1n the yere, 
and in ſuch caſuall and ſo deſperate a manner,as yecre- 
ly now they vic to doe. Andit ſucha beneficiall courſe 
be taken for peopling of that Land,how may there be a 
- fitter Plantation ſertled there,orelſewhere,let.any wan 
indge ; and fo fit to be vnited vnto his Maieſties ocher 
Kingdomes,without charge,bloodſhed, or ——— 
Any man that will thus aduenture, ſhall not only haue 
a great quantity of land thereto him 8& his heires, with 
many other priuiledges, vpon fit conditions ; bur alſo 
he ſhall haue the yeerely benefit of ſuch a ſumme as he 
(hall ſo disburſe, for the ſetting toorth of any ſuch ſhip- 
ping, and the labours of ſuch as ſhall be ſoimployed; 
{o thar your Lordſhip intends nor to haue the bene. 
At of any ſuch ſumme,as ſhal be thus aduentured there- 
inbyany other man,butonly your equall part,of ſuch 
a great ſummeas you pretend , by Gods aſſiſtance, ro 

aduenture taerein likewiſe. 
Then who will not be willing to imploy apart ofhis 
eNarc,or to goc himſclie, or ſend a friend to inhabite 
that 
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that Countrey, though he hauc but ſmall meanes; or 
but onely his merit to aduance his fortune, there to. 
tread and plant that Land, he ſhall ſopurchaſe by his 
good indeuours , if hee haue the taſte of vertue and 
magnanimity? What toſuch a mind can be more plea- 
ſant, then building a foundation for hispoſteritie,ſo to 
bee gotten without preiudicetoany, if hee haue any 
zeale in Religion? What canhe doe lefle hurttull to any, 
or more agreeable to God, then to ſeeke to conuert the 
poore Sauages ( wich liue in the North part of that 
Country)to know their Creator and Redeemer 2 What 
ſo truely fuites with honour and honeſtie, as by infor. 
ming the ignorant, and reforming thingsvniuſt,, tea- 
ching vertue,and gaine to our natiue mother Country, 
another Kingdome, neere as ſpacious as Ireland to art- 


' tendher, where there may bee found imployments for 


thoſe rhat now liue idlely? Which is fo far from wrong- 
ing any , as to cauſe poſterity to remember them, and 
remembring them, euer to honour that remembrance 
with prayfe. | | 
Then who would liue at home idlely, that may be 
there imployed,or thinke himſelfe worthy to liue, only 
to cate, drinke,and ſl:epe,and fo die; having conſumed 
that careleſly , his friends got worthily ,, or by vſing 
that talent miſerably. , which may thus maintaine ver- 


tuchoneſtly? 
Now my hope is,that gaine will make ſome to affect 


chat, which Religion, charity, and the common good 
cannot : I hauing for my owne parc no other purpoſe 
herein, but for the generall good of all his Mateſties 
Subic&s, and not any deſire to perſwade any man to 
aduencure thither, but tor honour and profit : neither 


is my purpoſe by theſe perſwaſions , to draw children 
Ly from 


| 
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from their parents, men from their wiues, nor ſeruants 
from their maſters ; but onely ſuch as with a free con. 
| ſent will goe , or may bee ſparedfrom ſuch Cities and | 
— Pariſhes, that will but apparel! ſome of their father. 
lefle children of fouretcene or fitteene yeeres of ages 
þ and ſome ſuch'yong married people, as haue but ſmall 
meanes,to ſet themſelues torth ; who by their good in« 
duſtry, may liue there pleafantly,and grow rich in little 
time; And ifany man,which ſhall be willing to aduen- 
ture thicher,deſire to be further ſatisfied,they may reade 
my diſcouery of that Countrey, & what defe& is found 
in either, they ſhall find ſupplied in me to further their 
good defire therin,that haue thus freely thrown my ſelf, 
with my mite, into the treaſury of my Countrys good, 
which I efteeme worth much more then Columbes 
could certainly giue the Spaniards at his firſt enterpriſe 
of any ſuch certainties of great wealth , by his defignes 
in the Weſt Indies.,as ſince hath bin there found:and al- 
though I cannot now at firſt promiſe to haue ſuch 
Mines of gold in New-found-lana,yet let vs in thatPlan- 
tation ſomething imitate ourneere neighbors the Hol- 
landers,whoſe wealth and ſtrength gotten infew yeeres 
only by fiſhing,are goodteſtimonies, wherby they haue 
in little time gorten their wealth & ſtrength; and if the 
Plantation at New-found-land,be orderly proceeded on, 
the trades thither,& at other of his Maijeſties Weſterne 
Plantations,would queſtionleſle in time afford yeerly a 
greater quantity of gold and filuer into all his Maieſties 
Kingdomes, then all the Mines of the Weſt Indies doe 
now yeerly yeeld tothe King of Spaize,and with leſſe ha- 
zard.& more certainty & felicity. And thus I deſcend to 
the charge of victualling forth a Ship of 100. Tun, with 
40. perſons,to-bee imployed for the more orderly pro- 
cceding in the ſaid Plantation. THE

' dred thouſand, ſixe ſcore fiſhes to cucry hundred: and 
divers Ships being {} well prouided, haue yeerly taken 
there abouc thirty five thouſand, for euery boat: ſo as 
they not onely load cheir Ship, butalſo ſell great quan- 
rities, belides their loadings yeerly to Merchants; : and 
ifſach Ships which arc fo well manned for that PUr- 
poſe,cannot make ſale of ſuch fiſh as they take ouer and 
aboue theic loading ; then they gtue over taking ol any 
more in diuers yceres, when there is great abundance 

caſily to be taken, becauſe there areno fit houles to lay. 
vp the fame in ſaſery tor anoth:r ycere. 

Now to makean eſtimation but of twenty five thou. 
;and oi fifhfor cucry of the cight boats, it will amount 
cnto two hundred thouſand: ; which may bee a fit quan- 
tity to fill and loada Ship of an hundred Tun burthen, 
if the fiſh de nor very ſmall; if it be large,a Ship of that 
burthen willnotload ſo much ,beſides the water,wood; 
victuall,and other prouitions, fit for ſo many men as 
(halfaile in the ſaid Ship from thence, to make ſale and 
imployments of the {aid fiſh, which, as I conceive, will 
vca fit courſe foto doc,and chercby great charge, and 
{ome aduenture will be ſaued in carrying the ſame di- 
rectly to a market, in regard what it would bec, if ir 
hould be returned home into England,and then after- 
wards relade the ſame againe and ſend it roa marker. 

V/herein my opinion is, that the ſaid Ship,hauing 
her voyageat New: found- Lind, ſhould ſaile from thence |

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ons, where the cuftomes vpon Fiſh are bur little, and 
the Kentall leffe then ninety Engliſh pounds waight; 
and rhe price of ſuch Fiſh there 1 haue not knowne, to 
be {old for Jeſſe at any time , then twelue ſhillings of 
currant Engliſh payment for euery Kentall, and com- 
monly a farre greater price; and there ſpeedy ſales are 
viually made of fuch Fiſh, and good returncs had: and 
if any man will returne his money from thence, he may 
haue ſure bills of exchange , for payment thereof here 
im London, vpon ſtght of any ſuch bills. 

The forefaid two hundred thouſand of Fiſh , loa- 
ding the faid Ship,tt wil then make at Marſeiles aboue 
two and twenty hundred Kentalls of .that waight; 
which being ſo]d bur at twelue ſhillings the Kentall,

{mal matter from the ſame, rowards the viualing;and 
there isanother third part likewiſe to be allowed, to- 
wards the Ships trauell and charge, deduQing ſome- 
thing likewiſe thereof towards the Maſter of the Ship. 
for taking the charge, and for ſome other of the better 
ſort of men, which they vſually haue ouer and aboue, 


their ſhares of the former third : and the other third 


remaines vnto the Vieualers forth of the Ship. 

So that the voyage amounting as aforeſatd, to the 
ſamme of two thouſand, two hundred & fifty pounds :

Now whereas there are but twenty foure men ofthe 
forty nominated to fiſh ; the other are to labour the 
Fiſh ar land, (of which {1xrcene) ſeuen are to be skiltull 

headders., 
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headders, and ſplitters of fiſh ; ewo boyes to lay the fiſh 
ona table, and three to falt the fiſh, which labour,three 
wornen may fitly doe; three men may fetch a-land ale, 
and tend to waſh fiſh, and dry the ſame; which may be 
two houſe Carpenters and a Maſon, the other may bee 
a woman , which makes vp fixteene to bee a-land, 
who may be fit to prouide mearte, and to waſh,and dry 
fiſh fo well as men, and other labours alſo, 

And thoſe perſons which remaine there, ſhould be 
hired by the yeere, whoſe yeerely wages will not bee 
aboue 8.or 9. pounds a couple one with the other , and 
apparell themſelues; which apparell the aduenturers 
are to provide ; and thoſe which are thus hired,to allow 
for the ſame againe out of their yeerely wages. The 
which yeerely wages , for euery couple of thoſe which 
ſhould continue there , will bee borne yeerely on 


that part of the fiſh and oyle, which may come to the 
Companies part, as aforeſaid,it the buſineſſe be order- 


ly carried; So that the vicuals of thoſe perſons which 
ſhould remaine there to plant , from the 20. day of 
March,vnto the 20.day of Nouember, and their whole 
yeeres pay {hould cuery yeere be,as it were charged and 
raiſed out of the Companies third part, from ycere to 
yere; Neither ſhould the aduenturers be any other way 
charged for them , bur onely for ſome fir quantitie of 
Meale, Maulr, Beefe, Porke, Butter,Cheeſe, 494 wite, 


and ſome other fit things to ſerue them in winter, vn- _ 


till the Ships returne to them againe , inthe beginning 

of euery Summer; and then they are to be againe as of 
the Ships company. 

' In which time'of winter , their labours vpon the 

land,in building of houſes, ſawing of boords, ſquaring 


of timber, manuring of land,and doing other ſervices, 
may 
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 maywell defray the ſaid charge , with good benefit | 


oucrand aboue the ſame. 

And then the fecond yeere,cuery of thoſe perſons, 
which ſo ſhall remaine there , may haue their equall 
ſhares with the Fiſhermen , which may well pay their 
wages and charge that the Aduenturers ſhould bee at 


for them. 
This is the order and courſe,which I haue long time 


had an opinion, that an orderly and beneficiall Planta. 


tion inthe New-found-land, is to beat firſt proceeded 
on,and not by carriage of beaſts thither to till the land, 
before ſuch time as prouiſions bee made for them to 
live in winter,which will require ſome time to fit Med- 
dowes at firſt for hay, and fit houſes for them. 

A Ship of a hundred Tun burthen , being thus im- 
ployed, may alſo well carry inher the firſt yeere for in- 
creaſe, Hogs, Goates, and Poultry, which will not bee 
chargeable, nor peſter much roome in the Ship, and 
:hey will prooue and increaſe exceeding well there,as I 
hauc often prooued, and be at very little or no charge 
in keeping of them there; And after the firſt yeere, the 
ſaid Ship failing thither witha leſle number of people, 
prouiſion being maderhere in readinefſe,ſhe may carry 
in her great ſtore of Beaſts and prouifion for them. 

And for the better proceeding in this Plantation , iz 
will bee good for the Aduenturers to hire two ſmall 
Barks, neere the burthen of 30. Tun apicce by the mo. 
neth, ro bee victualled and manned by them , which 
ſhould ſerue as in a fiſhing voyage, with ten perſons in 
cach Barke, and they fhould haue in every of them, all 
prouiſicns fit to keepe two Fiſher boatesat Sea, cither 
ot them all the ſummer, and then thoſe Barks may alſo 
well carry ſome beaſts for increaſe; and they ſhould de-

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rt hence before the Ship of a hundred Tun burden, 
tor ſome ſpeciall ſeruices , and then the Ship of a hun- 
dred Tun, with 40. perſons , neede not depart out of 
England , before towards the end of March, which 
Barks being there timely in the yeere, may be in: many 
reſpe&s worth much more, for the good of the fiſhing 
voyage, and the ſaid Plantation, then their hire by the 
moneth will amount vnto, as for many reaſons which I 
can deliuer. ; 

And then taking that courſe,there raay be ſome ſales 
made before-hand of a hundred thouſand of fiſh or a 
greater quantity to ſome Merchants,to be deliuered in 
New-found-land, and to receme mony for the ſame here 
in London,vpon Bills of Exchange;All which,by Gods 
aſhſtance,may be well performed, and the bigger Ship 
 alfo,well loden,to faile from thence to ſome good mar- 
ket,to make ſales of the ſame. 

And then one of thoſe Barks may loade all ſuch 
traine oyleas may be gotten inthe voyage, and returne 
with theſame , where it may be thought beſt ro make 
ſale thereof; And the other Barke may then load all fuch 

reene fiſh as may be made, and returne home to Eng- 
land or elſewhere to diſpoſe thereof, 
Thus it may be all well performed, and ſtore of fiſh 
left for the prouiſion of thoſe which are to ſtay inthe 
Countrey to inhabite : and alſo for the hogs and water- 
towle to feed on in winterwhen there is cauſe.

Whereby it may be well vnderſtood, that by an or. 
derlyſertling of the ſaid Plantation, it will befor the. 
gencrall good of all his Maieſties Subie&s:, and not 
hurtfull co any; And it will bealſo a moſt ſpeciall bene- 
fir, and good for all thoſe which ycerely trade there in 
fhſhing , what now itis , though they ſettle no people 
there to plant , whereby to keepe and majnraine their 
certaine places, there.rofalt and dry.rheir fiſhon : by 
reaſon that thoſe vvhichſhall inhabite there, vvill vpon 
requeſt, and ſome finall gratuity, preſerue their fiſhing 
Boares yecrely.fromſpoiling, ſo as they may haue them 
and their Stages, and all commodious and neceſſary 
zoomes in ſuch pertect readineſſe, yeerely againſt their 
comming thither , which may vndoubtedly bee worth 
vato them in theirfiſhing voyages, many thouſands of

leagues broad; and in length Northeaſt, and South- 
welt;aboue Too. leagues ; on which Banke, there is no 
leſſe then 20.fadome of water at any place: & there fiſh 
aboue r00.faile of French Ships, Winter and Summer, 
ſome of them making two voyages there in a yeere,and 
another voyage to ſome other place alſo in the ſame 
yeere. | 
1 I hane often (failing towards the New-found.land) 
met with ſome French Ships,comming from thence, 
deepe loden with fiſh, in the firſt of Aprill, who haue 
taken the ſame there, in Ianuary,February, and March, 
which are the ſharpeſtmoneths in the yeere for ſtormes 
and cruell weather, \, | 
To which Banke our Nation may doe great good in 
f(hing,ſuch as will faile from the New-found-land in the 
later part of the Summer,when the fiſh begins to draw 
from that coaſt,as commonly it doth when the Winter 
comes on ; I meane,ſuch ſhippingas are to be imploy- 
ed by whomſoecuer may vndertake to plant there, and 
likewiſe any other Ships that ſaile thithera fiſhing, as 
now they vſe to doe, who hauing diſpoſed away ſuch 


fiſhand traine oyle as they take there- in the Summer 
EF '3/-'\ cume 


T: is well knowne,that from the foreſaid harbour of . 
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time vito Merchants,as viſually euery yeere ſome haue 
done, they may then (falt being made there) as it may 
be fitty and cheaply,take in thereof a fit quantity, and 
freſh-water,wood,freſh fowles great ſtore, and other 
victuall,and likewile a ſufficient quantity of Herrings, 
Mackerell,Capeling,and Lawnce,to bait their hookes 
withall for taking of fith; becauſe ſuch bait the French- 
men arenotable to haue,that ſaile purpolely ro fiſhat 
the {aid Banke,bur are conſtrained to bait their hogkes 
with a part of the ſame Codfiſh they take there, where- 
with they load their Ships. 

The which fiſh fo taken there, are larger, thick- 
er,and {weeter, then the ſame kind of fiſhes that are 
raken on the coaſt of New-faund-laud, Whereby it may 
be well vnderſtood to be more neceſlary,for ſuch as wil 
ſaile there to fiſh, to carry ſuch kinde of bait as afore- 
{aid,with cthem,and then they ſhall more ſpeedily load 


_ rlieir Ships then the Frenchmen doe, who haue there 


no ſuch bait to take fiſh withall,neither any other freſh 
victuall of fleſh kinde, wood, or freſh water to dreſle 
their meate withall but onely ſuch as they carry with 
them from France. 

Whereby it may be well conceiued,that the fiſhing 
which the Frenchmen haue there, is a very profitable 
trade; {ceing they not onely faile thither in the hardeſt 
time of Winter, which is aboue 650. leagues diſtance. 
trom theneereſt part of France; and inall which time 
to live vpon the Sca in a cold place, with but little 
wood, wherewith to make ſometimes a good fire to 
dreſle their meate,and to fit by to warme themſclues. 

All which hardneſle of liuing ſo on the ſaid Banke, 
the gaine which they make by the ſaid fiſhing trade, 
goth make them delight therein: whereby it may be 

well 


to all his Mareſties Snbiedts, 29 
well vnderſtood, to be a farre better trade for our Na- 
tion: ſuch as fiſh the Summer time at New.fourd land, 
and do prouide for that purpoſe,they may there reload 
their Ships againe with good. fiſh, in twenty dayes,- 
comming thither, ſo well prouided as aforeſaid : and 
ſo they may then at times fit by a good fire, when they 
haue laboured hard all day ; whereby they will be the 
better able to take more fiſh ina day , then ſo many « 
Frenchmen ſhall beable to take in two. 

And thus may any performe the ſaid voyage home. 
ward bound in fit order,& beat no chargeabout trim. 
ming of any Ship,. which ſhall ferue in ſuch a voyage, 
bur onely as is vied euery yeere for the New-fornd-land 
voyage onely, and with a fmall addition of bread and 
beere to beallowed morerhereunto. 

Neither neede the Maſters and Saylers of any Ships 
that will vndertake the ſaid voyage, prepare themſelues 
with any other apparrell or neceſſary prouifions, then 
they yeerely vic to doe for the New-found-land voyage 
onely. 

Which voyage, I amof opinion, diners men will 
gladly vndertake, when thoſe Plantations, now lately 
intended, are order]y ſettled ; which is likely ro proue 
very profitable , tor any that will prepare themſclues þ 
for that purpoſe,ſecing it will be vntoſuch, as a double | 
voyage, and all vnder one charge. 2 

And whoſocuer will ſo imploy Ships, they may faile 
with their loading ſo gotten there, vnto Fraunce, Por- 
tugall, or Spaine, where that kindeof fiſh doth viſually | 
{c]l ara greatprice; and returne loaden from thence 
(by Gods aſſiſtance) yeerely againſt Chriſtmaſſe, with. 
ſome Salt, Oyle, Wine, Fruit, and ſome Royalls of 


Plate ; and ſo make foure voyages in three quarters of 
| a yecre, 
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ayeere,andall vnder one ſetting foreh. 

And then ſuch may afterwards ſpend the time at 
cheir homes, vntill ic be towards Aprill in eueryyecre, 
which is timely enough to ſer forth againe in the ſaid 
VOYages. | 

And if any Ship ſo imployed , doe returne from 
thence directly home to England, that kinde of fiſh 
will ſellſo well here, and is ſo good as any powdered 
Cod which is taken in the North Seas , or vponthe 
coaſt of England or Ireland. 

Thus bricfely and plainely, but not curiouſly, I have 
runne thorow my intended taske of my ſecond mo. 
tives and reaſons, which leades to the aduancement of 
his Maicſties moſt hopefull Plantation in the New- 
found-land; not that my reſolution is any way to inſi- 
nuate with the capacity, citherof the higheſt, or mea- 
ner ſort of people, thereby to inuite them to the ſetting 
forth of this great and happy enterprize, further then 
the ſollidity of the truth, and well grounded probabili- 
ties, ſhall dire& and leade them; but rather to informe 
their iudgements of the naturall ſtate, condition, be- 
'nefits, and trade to that Countrey , which promiſeth 
fo many hopes; and theſe hopes ſo much aſſurance of 
a moſt flouriſhing and ſucceſtull iſſue, that indeede, to 
vie but few words for all, wee neede onely deſire to 
know the New-found-land , and-to loue it as wee 
ſhould. 

But as the ſmalleſt terreſtriall ation cannot pofhhbly 
proſper, without Gods diuine afliſtance,to perte&and 
finiſh it: ſo this great worke, ſo pious and noble of ir 
ſelfe , as tending tothe propagation of ſo many Chri- 
ſian ſoules to God , will (by his eternall prouidence 
and great mercy). be both furthered and bleſſed in the 

attempt, 
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attempt, preſeruation, and eſtabliſhing thereof. 

As for my ſelfe, who out of mince owne experience, 
and the integrity of my thoughts , am confident, that 
the end will crowne the beginning of this moſt hope- 
full Plantation, I ſhall euer,like a true hearted Engliſh 
| man, andhis Maicſties humble and faithfull Subiect, 

religiouſly deſire, and wiſh to ſee it inafaire forward- 
nel: and good proceeding : howſoeuer, as vertve is 
ſubie& and incident to be croſſed, and maligned by 
the followers of vice ; and that we ſometimes ſce many 
exccllent and noble proiects ſtrangled or made abor- 
tiue in their birches : Euen ſo this great worke may 
(perhaps) be either blaſted by nipping whirle-windes 
at home, or decay and die , through ſome fatall and 
difaſterous misfortune, in the miicarrying or vaskilful. 
neſſe of ſuch as may ſecke, and be imployed in the ma- 
naging and conduction thereot, as many worthy at- 
tempts haue beene, by taking vnfit agents and procee- 


dings. 
And if it ſhould ſo happen (which God defend) ei- 


| ther in your Lordſhips good purpoſe therein, or the 
right Honourable Maſter Secretary Cauerts : who ha- 
utng already (partly by my information) ſent ſome 
people there to planr ; and that ſhortly yee both intend 
 toſend greater numbers thither to your ſeuerall Co- 
lonies : | 
That then, for the better proceeding in both your 
good reſolutions,itcanot be gain-ſaid but that it may 
doe well,that thaſe people which are to be ſent thither _ 
at firſt, are to be directed by ſuch as well vaderſtand 
how co imploy euery ſeuerall perfon thereatall rimcs; 
not onely in the fiſhing trade, when the times ſcrue; 


which (indeede) is the onely inſtrument and finew thax 
IS 
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is beſt like at firſt ro gine comfort, and hold life vnts 
this ſo pious worke: For enen as itisa ſpeciall good 
rule, and moſt far, in time of Harueft, to be induſtrious 
and carctull to reape and gather the ſheauecs into ſome 
places of ſafety : Sois it allo requiſite,that a provident 
courſe be taken with al} thoſe which are tobe unployed 
to that Countrey, that they ſhould be either $kilfull in 
ſuch things as ſhall befitting, when time ſerues, or di- 
rected by thoſe whicit are well experienced therein; * 
Becauſe that in the-Summer time, when thoſe great 
Shoales of the Cod-fiſh draw to that coaft to ſpawne, 
and take his fill on multitudes of ſmaller fiſhes, which 
they follow there cloſe to the cliffes and ſands; com- 
monly thirty dayes together, before they hale off from 
the ſhore againe, and in ſuch manner, there come 
tarce ſeuerall Shoales of the Cod-fiſhes in the Summer 
time : The one of them followes on the Herrings : the 
other followes the Capling , . which is a fiſh like the 
Smelt: And the third followes the Squid , which isa 
fiſh ſomething like the Cuddell. E 
Now at thoſc times there viſually goe many Boates 
forth a fiſhing from that coaſt,onely with three men in 
each Boat; And thoſe three being fit Fiſhermen , will 
daily rake at thoſe times-aboue 1202. of thoſe Cod- 
fiſhes,fix ſcore to the hundred,and euery of thoſe fiſhes 
' withthe Oyle which comes of them, being valued bur 
at a penny for eaery ſuch fiſh, which isa cheape rate, it 
wil amount to be worth ſix pound ſtarling,being ſplir- 
red, ſalted, and dried, as the fame ought tg bez where- 
in there is good induſtry,experience, and much iudge- 
ment to be vſed; otherwiſe there is bur little hope that 
ſuch fiſh can be taken and fitly preſerued , whereby to. 
defray the. charge, and bring profit withall to both 


your 
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your Honours,and all other Aduencurers with you,as [ 
much defire that yee and they all may have, 

By this it may be well vnderſtood,ir is good angling 
with che hooke and line there, when a fingle man may 
take in that ATC" forty ſhillings worth of 
fiſh aday : for I haue often ſeene there, that thoſe who 
are moſt induſtrious in taking and well handling of 

_ ſuch fiſh, haue certainely been moſt willing, firteſt and 

 readieſt ro build , and doe any other ſcruice there, at 
ſuch times whileſt the fiſh Files - when ſome others L 
thatarevnskilfull inthe one, will tand and talke with 
their hands intheir Gloues or Pockets, and doe but 
little to any purpoſe in the other; like thoſe that come 
on the Stage to a their part ina Comedy , but per- 
forme it not ſufficiently : ſo that they are not onely | 
ſcoffed and biſt at; bur alſo thoſe which are at the 
charge , and chiefe Actors thereof, receiue ſome dif- 
grace and wrong thereby : for I haue often knowne 
there fome proper men, which hauc not beene well ac- 
quainted with thoſc affaires ; yet hauc had ſome other 
good parts in them , and would ſpeake well when they 
haue come from thence, yet neuer performed any thing 


thereworthy of great commendations, 
| great ma , and loſle of time, to make 
it plainely appeare , that it will be pleaſing, 
honourable, and beneficiall vnto all choſe that ſhall ke 
willing roaduance the ſaid Plantation ; which, praiſed 


be God, isnow partly by my {eucrall relations, come 


vntoa faive forwardnes. 
And although I haue bur little hope to receiue any 


benefit by the ſaid Plantation to my ſelfe; or for my 


G2 cndeuours, 


Hus I haue endeuoured with much trauaile, 
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endcuours, great expence,and loſſe of time herein : yet 
by Gods blefſed atfiltance, I ſhall, among many other 
great loſſes and diſcontents which I haue had, as ir is 
well knowne, beare this one content to my graue,that 
I have euer beene atrue louing Subie& to my Prince 
and Countrey; and inthe ſollicitation by theſe my two 
ſeucrall Treatiſes, and otherwiſe, I haue dealt truly 
wich his Maicſty , carefully and vprightly with either 
of your Honours , and ſincerely with all thoſe which 
ſhall be willing to affiſt either of your good purpoles 
therein. 

Now ifany which ſhall not be willing, oris notable 
to performe a part, for the perteCting of this great and 
- moſt hopetull worke , thould diſlike that I haue thus 
laid open a gap into thoſe grounds, which ſome doe 
ſeeme to challenge , and appropriate, as it were vnto 
themſelues, and fo would not haue all others of his 
Maicſties Subie&s made acquainted with the trade 
and benefit, which is there like to be obtained : 

Such (as I conceiue) may be compared to be ſome- 
thing like vnato Eſops dog,, which could cate no Hay, 
neither would hce ſuffer the hungry Aſle to feede 
thercon, 

Yer my hope is, that ſuch may well vnderſtand by 
what I haue wrirten, that my true defire is, to fhew vn- 
to any of them, that by the faid Plantation and trading 
to that Countrey, being ſo well followed, as it may or- 
derly be, that all his Maieſties Kingdomes, which now 
are beholding vnto orher Countreys for ſome neceſla- 
 rie commodiries, might not only be furniſhed with the 
like from thence, but alſo in raking of ſuch fiſh, as thoſe 
Seas do yceldatan eaſter rate then now we vie to haue 
them:wherby we may ſerue France,Sparn, Portuzal,ltaly, 
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and other places , much cheaper with that ſort of fiſh, 
» then any of theſe other nations ſhall be able to ferch 
the ſame from thence, and thereby haue and retaine all 
the trade of that Countrey,vato his Maicſties Subics 
hands onely. 
For whereas there ſaile yeerely to that Countrey a- 
boue 250.faile of Ships from England only, with aboue 
5co0. Engliſh men in them, by whoſe labours, there is 
yeerely gotten into this Kingdome, aboue the ſum of 
150000.lt. and alſo thereby many tamilies ſet on worke 
and relieued: then it may bee well vaderſtood,whar a 
reat benefit and ſtrength itwill be, when there ſhall 
file thither 500. ſaile of Ships, & aboue tocooferuice- 
able SubieQts in them, which will be able to gaine, with 
the helpe of ſuch numbers of other men, women, and 
children , as may yeerely bee ſo commodiouſly car- 
ried thicher in f.w yeeres, when the SubicCs are made 
acquainted with ſuchan orderly courſe, as both your 
Honours haue already taken for the aduancement of 
the ſaid Plantation. | | 
Whereby there may be thus yeerely gotten, not 
onely much wealth,butalſo grear itrength againſt ſuch 
time,as any other Prince ſhould breake league with his 
Maieſtic,that then to haue in ſuch readines 5cc.faile of 
his Subie&s Ships, ſo ready to come from thence, with 
more then 10000. ſ{cruiceable Sea-men in them,jin leſſe 
time then 15.dayes warning, if the wind ſerue , which 
is ſo ſhort a time, as Saylers may be preſt in ſome part 
of this Kingdome, and be able ro come from thence 
vnto his Maieſties Nauy RdFall at Chattam, vpon any 
occaſion of ſeruice, * | 
The like ſtrength by Sea, there is not. any other 
Prince in the world able to call homevnto him un ſo. 
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46 A loving lunitation * 
ſhort a time of his owne ſubic&s,from any one place of 
trading, if he haue neuer ſo great occaſion. 
Thus, God bleſſing rhe {aid Trade and Plantation, 

twill be,not onely a great augmentation to his Maic-. 
ſie in his reuenues and cuſtomes, bur alfo a generall 
pood vnto all his Highneſſe Kingdomes and Subije&s, 
Co in inriching of aduenturers inparticular,and allo 
in ſtrengthening the wall of detence , which God hath 
ſet about ournatiueneſt, Great Brttaiwe_, namely,Na- 
uigation , which muſt needes be much cheriſhed and 
farniſhed by this Seminary of Fiſhers, imployed in 
ſuch Colonies, andout of that ſhoale, will be de er 
in readineſſe & of ability to be tranflated higher , from 
fiſhing veſſels, into fighting Ships Royall; and ſo are 
alwayes vſetull for peace or warre, merchandize or de- 
fence.as the occaſions of our cftate and welfare ſhall re- 

uire. 
b And fo I leaue the ſucceſſe thereof to the good 

pleaſure of God: to whom beall the glory, 
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
